Bachmann, Paul expect 
businessman’s backers 
to turn to their camps 

Washington 

A day after Herman Cain shuttered his 
Republican candidacy for president, 
struggling GOP hopefuls looked to pick 
up the fallen candidate’s tea party fol- 
lowing and upset a primary dynamic 
that has pushed Mitt Romney and Newt 
Gingrich to the forefront. 

Reps. Ron Paul of Texas and Michele 
Bachmann of Minnesota said Sunday they 
expected Cain supporters would fall in 
line behind them because of their mes- 
sages on limited government, despite 
their low standing in the polls. Mean- 


while, last-place rival Rick Santorum 
predicted he now had a good chance of 
winning the Iowa caucus. 

While such brazen predictions are 
likely overstated, the eleventh-hour press 
comes at a crucial time and could upset 
an already volatile race for the GOP 
endorsement. A month before the first 
vote is cast in the Iowa caucus and five 
weeks before the New Hampshire pri- 
mary, most GOP candidates were look- 
ing to a week of heavy campaigning in 
Iowa ahead of the next debate, sched- 
uled for Saturday. The stakes are pos- 
sibly the highest for Mitt Romney, who 
could be hurt the worst if Cain support- 
ers rally behind Gingrich. 

“A lot of Herman Cain supporters have 
been calling our office and they’ve been 
coming over to our side,” said Bachmann. 



Newt’s Boost 

Newt Gingrich has so far 
been the biggest bene- 
ficiary of Herman Cain’s 
slide. A Des Moines 
Register poll released 
Saturday found Gingrich 
leading the GOP field 
with 25 percent sup 
port, ahead of Paul at 
18 percent and Romney 
at 16 percent, (ap) 


Romney Stays the Course 

Mitt Romney is running strong in New 

Hampshire, which holds the nation’s first 
primary on Jan. 10. Romney is also seen by 
most conservatives at this point as having 
the greatest chance of defeating President 
Obama next year. But Romney continues to 
be viewed with suspicion by many conser- 
vatives who say he has changed his stance 
on such critical issues as abortion and 
health care. Rick Santorum acknowledged 
Sunday that Romney has embraced more 
conservative positions on issues. “The 
question is, you know, what’s the sincerity 
of the move and whether he can be trust- 
ed," Santorum said, (ap) 


“They saw Herman Cain as an outsid- 
er, and I think they see that my voice 
would be the one that would be most 
reflective of his.” 

Likewise, Paul said he was optimistic 
that Cain’s departure would reinvigorate 
his campaign. “We’re paying a lot of atten- 
tion to that, because, obviously, they’re 
going to go somewhere in the next week 
or so,” Paul said of Cain’s supporters. 

Santorum predicted that his campaign 
would pick up steam in the coming days. 

“We have a very strong, consistent 
conservative message that matches up 
better with lowans than anybody else. 
And we think we’re going to surprise a 
lot of people,” he said. 

Once surging in the polls, Cain 
dropped out of the race Saturday after 
battling allegations of sexual harass- 
ment and a claim that he had a 13 -year 
extramarital affair. Cain has denied the 
accusations, anne flaherty (ap)

Financially strapped 
Postal Service plans 
$3B in service cuts 


Washington 

Facing bankruptcy, the U.S. Post- 
al Service is pushing ahead with 
unprecedented cuts to first-class 
mail next spring that will slow 
delivery and, for the first time in 
40 years, eliminate the chance 
for stamped letters to arrive the 
next day. 

The estimated $3 billion in 
reductions, to be announced in 
broader detail on Monday, are 
part of a wide-ranging effort by 
the cash-strapped Postal Service to 
quickly trim costs, seeing no imme- 
diate help from Congress. 

The changes would provide 
short-term relief but ultimate- 
ly could prove counterproduc- 
tive, pushing more of America’s 
business onto the Internet. They 
could slow mail including check

Centers to Close 

The Postal Service cuts would 
close roughly 250 of the near- 
ly 500 mail processing cen- 
ters across the country as early 
as next March. This is in addi- 
tion to the planned closing of 
about 3,700 local post offices. In 
all, roughly 100,000 employees 
could be cut as a result of the var- 
ious closures, resulting in savings 
of up to $6.5 billion a year, (ap) 

payments and Netflix’s DVDs by 
mail; add costs to mail-order pre- 
scription drugs; and threaten the 
existence of newspapers and time- 
sensitive magazines delivered by 
postal carrier to far-flung subur- 
ban and rural communities. 

“It’s a potentially major change, 
but I don’t think consumers are 
focused on it and it won’t register 
until the service goes away,” said 
Jim Corridore, analyst with S&P 


Capital IQ, who tracks the ship- 
ping industry. 

Currently, first-class mail is sup- 
posed to be delivered within the con- 
tinental U.S. in one to three days. 
That will lengthen to two to three 
days. Periodicals could take between 
two days and nine days. 

The Postal Service, an indepen- 
dent agency of the government, 
does not receive tax money but is 
subject to congressional control on 
large aspects of its operations. 

After five years in the red, the 
Postal Service faces imminent default 
this month on a $5.5 billion annual 
pajmient to the Treasury for retiree 
health benefits. It is projected to have 
a record loss of $14.1 biUion next year 
amid steady declines in first-class 
mail volume. Postmaster General 
Patrick Donahoe has said the agen- 
cy must make cuts of $20 billion by 
2015 to be profitable. 

“We have a business model that 
is failing. You can’t continue to run 
red ink and not make changes,” 
Donahoe said, hope yen (ap)

U.S.: Bluef in Tuna OK After Oil Spill 


Washington 

Last year’s BP oil spill probably 
won’t push the troubled bluefin 
tuna population in the Gulf of 
Mexico over the edge as some sci- 
entists had worried, a federal anal- 
ysis shows. 

Of all the potential damage from 
the 172-million-gallon spill in April 
2010, scientists had been most con- 
cerned about how the oil spill would 
harm an already overfished species 
of large tuna. That’s because about 
one-fifth of the spawning habitat 
where the Gulf’s baby tuna were 
living was coated with oil, accord- 
ing to satellite records. Tuna less 
than a year old are most vulnera- 
ble to pollution.

Election Hints at Frustration With Putin 


Support in Russia 
for leader’s party is 
waning, vote shows 

Moscow 

Prime Minister Vladimir Putin’s 
party was struggling to reach 
50 percent in Russia’s parliamenta- 
ry election, polls and official results 
showed Sunday, suggesting Rus- 
sians were wearying of the man 
who has dominated Russian poli- 
tics for more than a decade. 

Rival parties and vote overseers 
said even this figure was inflated, 
alleging ballot-stuffing and other 


violations, including pressuring 
election monitors, at the polls. 
Many expressed fears that the vote 
count would be manipulated. 

Putin wanted to see his United 
Russia party do well in the election 
as a sign of public support for his 
return to the presidency in a vote 
three months away — one that he 
is still expected to win easily. 

Putting a positive spin on the 
disappointing returns, Putin said, 
“We can ensure the stable devel- 
opment of the country with this 
result,” but he appeared glum and 
limited his remarks. 

Putin has systematically

The first official results with 
more than 25 percent of the vote 
counted showed about 47 percent 
for United Russia, compared to 
64 percent in 2007. 

Only seven parties were allowed 
to field candidates for parliament 
this year, while the most vocal 
opposition groups have been denied 
registration and barred from cam- 
paigning.

Premier Mario Monti said Sunday 
his government of technocrats has 
approved a package of austerity and 
growth measures worth $40.5 bil- 
lion to “reawaken” the Italian econ- 
omy and help save the euro com- 
mon currency from collapse. 

The measures include immedi- 
ate cuts to the costs of maintaining 
Italy’s bulky political class and sig- 
nificant measures to fight tax eva- 
sion, Monti said. 

As part of the political cost cuts, 
Monti said he would forego his sal- 
aries as premier and finance min- 
ister — a move he said was a per- 
sonal decision and not meant as 
an example for other ministers in 


the government, which was formed 
last month after Silvio Berlusco- 
ni resigned. 

The package also includes mea- 
sures to spur growth and competi- 
tion, while aiming to stamp out ram- 
pant nepotism. But it also raises the 
retirement age and the number of 
years of service to qualify for a full 
pension — steps strongly opposed 
by unions — and imposes new taxes 
on Italians’ private wealth, includ- 
ing their homes, boats and luxury 


cars, measures that conservatives 
have protested. 

“We gave a lot of weight to fair- 
ness, we had to distribute some of 
the sacrifices but we took a lot of 
care to distribute them in a fair 
way,” Monti said. 

Monti will outline the mea- 
sures on Monday in addresses to 
both houses of Parliament, which 
must approve them. Monti said he 
will appeal to lawmakers’ sense of 
responsibility, colleen barry (ap)

Metro Unveils Snow Plan 


Transit agency wants 
to provide 'predictable' 
service during storms 


Washington 

Metro has bought more equip- 
ment to remove snow and has a 
new “severe winter weather plan” 
that would alter service as condi- 
tions worsen. 

Transit agency officials stressed 
that the new plan is only a guide, 
but they want to provide passen- 
gers “predictable service levels 
based on weather conditions.” 

Metro plans to try to main- 
tain normal service on its buses 
and trains when up to 1 inch of 
snow falls, but service levels could 
change as conditions worsen, with 
altered bus routes and extended 
wait times. 

In a press release, Metro Gen- 
eral Manager Richard Sarles said, 
“Metro provides the region with 
essential service during winter 
weather, but it is important for 
customers and stakeholders to 
understand our limitations and 
the effects that weather can have 
on service.” 

Generally, Metro shuts down 
service at aboveground rail sta- 
tions once snow totals reach more 
than 8 inches and covers the third 
rail that powers trains. 

In past years, such as during a 
snowfall last January and 2010’s 
Snowmageddon — which brought 
record-level snowfall to the area 
— buses had their own troubles 
navigating the streets. 

During the blizzard of 2010, 
many of the system’s trains were 
buried in rail yards and had to 
be dug out by hand, dana hedgpeth

Preparation for Precipitation 

For snowfall up to 2 inches, normal service is expected on Metrobus and 
Metrorail as long as road and traffic conditions permit. For the rest: 

^ 2 to 4 inches of snow: Buses on heavily traveled routes will run approximate- 
ly every 15 minutes. Detours will be in place on many routes in known problem 
areas, such as places with hills and narrow neighborhood streets. Metrobus 
will begin to curtail service on routes to outlying suburbs and hilly areas as 
buses become challenged. Metrorail will increase the wait times between 
trains, so customers can expect minor delays. 

^ 4 to 8 inches of snow: Metrobus will continue to scale back service. Buses 
will operate approximately every 30 minutes on heavily traveled routes as 
conditions permit.

Homeless Youth on Rise 


Study: Nearly 500 
parents under 24 in 
D.C. seeking shelter 

Washington 

Throughout the sleepless night she 
spent in her car in September, Mira- 
cle Johnson, 21, prayed for patience, 
protection and a miracle. 

“When I feel so bad, I just look 
at my name, and most of the time 
that helps me,” she said. 

For nearly six months, John- 
son, the mother of a 5-year-old son, 
said she daily called the Virginia 
Williams Family Resource Center, 
dreading the response she heard 
too many times from the District’s 
central office for families seeking 
emergency shelter: “We don’t have 
any spaces.” 

According to a study of homeless 
youths in the District that will be 
released Monday by the D.C. Alli- 
ance of Youth Advocates, a growing 


number of parents younger than 24 
are seeking shelter. The group sur- 
veyed nearly 500 people ages 12 to 
24 who were living in emergency 
shelters, on the street or in other 
unstable housing arrangements. 
About half had children — and 
most had custody of them.

The number of apartments that D.C. 
has added for young families this 
year, according to the D.C. Alliance of 
Youth Advocates, (twp) 


Most of the respondents were 
driven from their parents’ house- 
holds for economic reasons, said 
Daniel Brannen, executive direc- 
tor of Covenant House Washing- 
ton, a youth shelter in Southeast 
Washington that participated in 
the study. 

About four of every five said 
they left because of eviction or 
because their homes had become 


too crowded with multiple fami- 
lies in one house. 

More youths have been expect- 
ed to “bring to the table, not just 
take from it,” said Dan Davis, 
director of outreach at Sasha Bruce 
Youthwork in Southeast, which 
also surveyed young people for 
the report. If they can’t contrib- 
ute, youths are sometimes asked 
to leave, Davis said. 

A lack of education, particu- 
larly among young parents who 
haven’t completed high school 
,have exacerbated the problem, 
the report says. 

Advocates say young people 
try to avoid being identified as 
homeless by officials who might 
place them in the child welfare 
system. 

They also fear that their peers 
might look down on them. They 
might dress nicely, Davis said, “but 
they might be wearing the same 
outfit all week.” teresa tomassoni

Personal Finance 

In the best-case scenarios, gift cards 
give our loved ones the freedom to 
buy whatever it is they really want 
and alleviate the stress on us to try 
to find the perfect gifts. But that 
doesn’t mean thejr’re always a slam- 
dunk. Whether you give or receive, 
here’s what you should know. 

Be Aware of the Rules 

Under the rules that took effect last 
summer, gift cards can’t expire for 
at least five years. Monthly service 
and inactivity fees are also banned 
in the first year and only one such 
fee a month is allowed after that. 
But there are other exceptions. 

For example, the gift cards 
many retailers offer either as incen- 
tives or rebates with big purchas- 
es are exempt. 

Check the Terms 

The gift cards issued by major 
retailers are fairly straightfor- 
ward; you load a set amount onto 
the card and the recipient general- 
ly isn’t subject to any fees. 

The terms become more compli- 
cated with bank-issued gift cards, 
which bear an American Express, 


MasterCard or Visa logo. The upside 
of these cards is that they provide 
more flexibility, but they’re also 
more likely to come with fees. 

American Express, Chase and 
Wells Fargo gift cards, for exam- 
ple, charge purchase fees of about 
$3 to $7. That’s on top of the money 
you want to add to the card.

And the fine print may contain 
other details that may sway your 
decision about which card to buy. 
Chase, for example, eliminated 
its $12 fee to replace lost or stolen 
cards, but Wells Fargo still charg- 
es $750 for the service. 

Lost Value 

Unlike debit and credit cards, con- 
sumers aren’t given any guaran- 
teed legal protections if a gift card 
is lost or stolen. 

If it’s an option, immediately 
register any gift cards online you 
receive whether they’re from a store 
or a bank. Purchasing e-gift cards 
can greatly reduce the chances for 
loss or theft, because the code for 
the gift card is sent in an email to

Construction by Occupy protesters 
stokes scuffles with police in D.C. 


Washington 

The Occupy D.C. campaign, large- 
ly peaceful and cooperative since 
its launch two months ago, turned 
confrontational Sunday when police 
detained about two dozen protest- 
ers during a tense daylong stand- 
off in McPherson Square. It marked 
the first-ever arrests at the group’s 
base camp in Washington, and it 
resembled clashes between police 
and Occupy protesters in other cit- 
ies across the country. 

The day began with a seem- 
ingly minor dispute over a 15-foot- 
tall pl 3 rwood shelter that protest- 
ers put up Saturday night in the 


park’s southwest corner. But it soon 
escalated into a noisy downtown 
disruption — and a psychologi- 
cal turning point in the protests 
— after a group of demonstra- 
tors defied orders by the U.S. Park 
Police to dismantle and abandon 
the half-built shed. 

During the day, police report- 
edly arrested more than 12 dem- 
onstrators who had crossed their 
security cordon or confront- 
ed them angrily. Shortly after 
nightfall, police moved in and 
detained another 15 people who 
had remained inside the open 
shed all day.

Jets Run Away With One 


Redskins can’t hang 
onto lead, crumble 
late in loss at home

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The Washington Redskins couldn’t 
find a way to carry last week’s 
strong showing into a second 
straight game and fumbled away 
a 34-19 loss to the New York Jets 
at FedEx Field Sunday. 

The Redskins teased the mostiy 
burgundy-clad crowd of 74,121 by 
opening the game with an authori- 
tative drive and holding a lead until 


late in the fourth quarter. 

But then came a colossal col- 
lapse that saw Washington give 
up 21 points in a span of just more 
than three minutes and fall to 4-8, 
after suffering their most lopsided 
loss at FedEx Field this year. 

As Jets running back Shonn 
Green ripped off a 25-yard touch- 
down run with one minute, 59 sec- 
onds left on the clock, a couple thou- 
sand Jets fans, who outlasted their 
Redskins counterparts, let out a 
“Jets, Jets, Jets!” chant as their team 
improved to 7-5 on the year. 

Until roughly nine minutes 
remained in the game, the Redskins 
had held the Jets in check and kept 
the lead behind strong performanc- 
es by rookie running back Roy Helu 
(23 carries, 100 yards, one touch- 
down), tight end Fred Davis (six 


catches for 99 yards) and four field 
goals from Graham Gano (his first 
perfect day in four games). 

After Gano drilled a 46 -yard 
field goal, the kicker — usually 
known for his strong leg on kick- 
offs — tapped a kick that traveled 
only to the Jets 20 -yard line. 

Upback Josh Baker fielded the 
short kick and returned it 29 yards 
to the Jets’ 49-yard line. Washington 
forced New York into third-and-4 but 
allowed Mark Sanchez — who had 
struggled to that point — to com- 
plete a 10-yard pass over the middle 
to running back Shonn Green. 

Two plays later, Sanchez, whose 
longest completion until then had 
gone for 18 yards, connected with 
receiver Santonio Holmes for a 
30-yard touchdown pass to give the 
Jets their first lead of the game.

“The Mortified Sessions” provides 
just that. Host David Nadelberg 
made a name for himself in the late 
1990s by publicly reading a pathet- 
ic, unsent love letter from his ado- 
lescent years. He invited others to 
reveal similar squirm-inducing 
artifacts. The result was “Morti- 
fied,” a long-running stage perfor- 
mance that was painful and funny, 
narcissistic and communal. 

“Sessions” does the same thing, 
but with celebrities. Over the course 
of the first two shows, Nadelberg 
invites Ed Helms (“The Hang- 
over”), Mo’Nique (“Precious”) and 
Eric Stonestreet (“Modern Fami-

ly”) to discuss their secrets. 

Mo’Nique discusses her weight 
issues and the incredible self- 
assurance that allowed her to 
open a comedy club in her early 
20s. Affecting the emotional ret- 
icence of Andy Bernard (of “The 
Office”), Helms admits he got his 
biggest break when he stopped 
being called “Edward.” 

Stonestreet makes the most of 
the confessional format. He prais- 
es his parents for never holding 
him back and for never making 
him feel that his dream to become 
a professional clown was the least 
bit unusual. Stonestreet’s talent 
and clown name, “Fizbo” (provid- 
ed by his father), have been incor- 
porated into the scripts of “Mod- 
ern Family.” 

In some ways, “Sessions” is just 
another excuse for celebrities to talk 
about themselves. But it’s blissful- 
ly free of showbiz and the need to 
plug the next book, movie or CD.
